To underſtand the progreſs of Frugality,

wiſe skiltul enough, yer if they zoo much 
good Liquor, they overturn their Maſters

- So that Awvarice ſeems only to ſport 
ir ſelf with ics Voraries, and to uſe them as 
the Devil does Witches. 


Avarice having thus corrupted the Rea- 
ſon of Mankind, this Corruption propagates 
it ſelf by Imitation and Example; for as 
Avarice axiſes often from a diſtempered Judg- 
ment, like- to the Hemlock ſpringing out of 
Mud; fo it is ſometimes copied by Imita- 
tion, as a Picture is drawn by a Face. And 
I muſt here obſerve, that Parents have a 
moſt ſpecial Obligation to be virtuous be- 
yond others, for Children whilſt young, do 
eaſily like ſoft Wax, receive impreſſions from 
their Example, becauſe of the'Reſpett they 
have ro them, and their being conſtantly in 
their Company. So that Parents ſhare in their 
Childrens Crimes without lcſſening the Chil. 
drens guilt, by bearing this ſhare. The be- 
ing likewiſe meanly bred, does oft-times by 
a fixed Habit draw over ſome mens Incli- 
nations to this byaſs, and though they reſcue 
themſelves from Poverty, they arc not able 
to recover from that vitious Habit,

Having ſeen the Original and Progreſs of 
Frugality and Avarice, and the ſeveral Masks 
under which Avarice has cheated us: Ir will 
be fir t6 proceed to conſider the Remedies 
« and Arguments whereby we may ſecure our 


I. felves againſt irs Influence. 
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The true way to wean us from Awarie, 
i$ firſt to find out, what does in our Breaſt 
incline us to-it.  And'if it be that we may_ 
be eſtcem'd, we ſhall eafily find rhis but a 
Cheat, bectuſe none but the Avaritious 
themſelves eſteem other men for being Rich ; 
and we may be as well in love wich Cheatin 
becauſe thoſe who value that Cratt and Sub. 
tilry are pleaſed with ſuch as arc Maſters 
in jt» But it We can once perſuade our 
ſelves that- Riches are not to be Admired, 
are- rather given to-men for Eaſe than 
Eſteem, we ſhall be clearly convinced, 
this is bur_a faint colour to excuſe it ; 
when men in Trade or Imploymems 
eoclt Rich, the generality of Mankind- 
es that they have raken a Laritude 
gaining b em, means, or are guilty of 
act folly of having defrauded themſelves of 
Neceſſarics, to lay up ſo"'much as mighh 
corrupt their Heirs by Luxury.

0 -as wants of Parts :' (But -I have ob- 


ſerved few who deſerving to be eſtceem'd for 
Parts, have miſled” it 'from the Wiſer forr, 
becauſe they wanted Pradtice : and thoſe, 
and not the multicude, are the true Judges. ' 
Nor is-that Wit and Learning which gains 
Money the true meafurc of Eſteem ; being 
rather the Mechanick part of true Senſe, gi- * 
ven by Nature 'to us for maintaining our 
Bodies, -than the ſublime part beſtowed by 
Heaven for adorning our Souls. We have 
few Monuments at this day of the rich 
Lawyers-a the Romans, that gained 
. preat Eltares, we-retain ſtill great E- 
for thoſe who conremned them. And 
have we not feen ſome rich Men among our 
ſelves, who baving gained cyen to Envy, died

more negleCted, and corned, than they whom 
Poverty had ſtarved, and who now are 


re.” 
membred for nothing but as Inſtances of 


Folly and Madneſs. That can never paſs for 
Wir, nor deſerve Eſteem among r 
men, which naturally rends fo far to de- 
baſe our Reaſon : nor did the Illuſtrious 
Turene ( to inſtance likewiſe the Brave ) 
want that Eſteem which the greateſt Miſers 
in the World would have covered , tho He 
never valued that Money which they admire, 
. having died without being Maſter of fifty 
Pound, though he could have been Maſter 
of far. more than thoſe Miſers durſt have 
wiſhed. Fame is the heritage of the Virtu- 
ous, and Eſteem is a Rent that all men muſt 
pay them, Such as think that by Riches, 
they can ſecure themſelyes againſt Danger, 
haye certainly forgot how many Avarice 
has made a Preys nor did ever any rave- 
nous Creature chooſe to devour the Lean. 
Men look on the Avaritious .as Pyrats , a- 
gainſt whom Intereſt arms all Mankind, 
and tho Drunkards love Drunkards, yet the 
Avaritious hate all who are fo, as men do 
thoſe Rivals who are preterd by their Mi- 


ſtreſs. Money may indeed ſupply the want , 


of Innocence, when men are accuſed : bur 
few Tyrants, or Robbers are content with 
a part when they may have the whole, nd 
when 


le? 
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when Darius offered to Alexander, all on 
this ſide of Euphrates, Alexander laughed 
at it, and defired him to offer ſomething to 
him which he could not'take, Tyrants alfo 
and Stateſ-men are invited to rob Avariti- 
bus Wretches, becauſe they can commir this 
Crime with che applauſe of the far greater 
part of Mankind, who are glad to ſee thoſe 
robbed, who robb'd them: or who at leaſt 
hindred Riches to circulate for the ſupply of 
the Poor, and needy. Bur the Knaves whom 
defends are thoſe only, whom the 
love of it has made Knaves; And it were 
better not co be rempred to the Crimes that 
Ayarice occaſions, than to be defended by 
the Treaſure which it lays up, fince it may, 
and oft-times does fail ro defend, and, at beſt 
but ſecure ſome few againſt che many Evils 
which it occaſions. 
The beſt Plea that "Avarice can make, 
' | is that it provides againſt rhoſe Neceſlicies 
which otherwiſe os ps us miſerable ; 
" | bur the love of Money deferves not the 
name of Avarice, whilſt it procceds no far- 
ther. And it is then only to be abhorr'd ; 
| when ir cheats, and abuſes us, bygnaking 
F 'us believe that our neceſſities are” preater 
than they are. In which it treats us as Fools, 
and makes us Slaves : bur it is indeed moſt 
Ridiculous in this, that ofr-times _ it 
as 
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has perſuaded men that a Eſtate is fie: 
ecſſary, it does not allow cher ro make uſe 
of any ſuitable proportion of whar they have 
gained; and ſince nothing ean be called Ne# 

bur what we need ro uſe, all that is 
laid 'up cannot be faid to be lajd up for Ne: 
| . And fo this Argument may have 
ſome weight when ir is preſt by Laxury 
but it is Ridiculous when it is alledg'd 
Awvarice. 

I have therefore oft times admired, how a 
Perſon that thought it Luxury to ſpend rwo 
hundred Pound, toil'd as a Slave to get four 
hundred a Year for his Heirs Either he 
chonghr, an honeft Ind Virtuous Man ſhould

why did he bribe his Heir to be Luxurious |

Agd to railly 
im who is Ridiculous for it, may influence 
him and others ro Contemn- it., I muſt here 
beg Rich ahd Avaritious Mens leave, to 
Laugh as much ar cheir Folly, as Icould do 
at, a ShE&pherd who would weep, and grieve, 
becauſe his Maſter would give him no more 
Beaſts to herd : or at a Steward, becauſe his 
Lord gave him no more Servants to feed. 
Nor can I think a man who having gain'd 
a great Eſtare is afraid to live y 
upont-it, leſs ridiculous than I would do him,

| the Rain or expoſe himſelf ro Storms, leſt 
he ſbould defile and prophane the floor of 
his almoſt -Idolized Rooms.
